y is a widow with two littlo chil
dren. She Invested llfo InHUrnnce.
paid her after her husband's death,
In solid securities paying n regular
but small dividend. This Investment
was made on tho advice of a lawyer.

In time she was approached by a
solicitor fqr a Wall Street bucket
shop. He told her she was foolish to
be struggling along on the littlo old

per cent, interest. He promised
her at least 50 per She turhed
her securities over to the solicitor.
Tho bucket f shop sold them. She
never got a penny of return.

'When I realized that I had been
robbed,' she told Mr. Simmons, "I
went home determined to kill my
babies and myself. I made complete
preparations, but something held me
back."

A policeman who had $3,500 In
vested dividend-payin- g bonds was
Induced to turn them over to a bucket
shop solicitor. He discovered later
that the bonds were sold for $2,760
within 115 minutes after they reached
tha bucket shop. He has . been
unable to recover any of his money.

Tho records of one concern com
posed of three youths, which lasted
for six months, shows that It was
started on $1,900, which ono of them
wheedled from a Janltress.

A man from out of town told the
District Attorney ho lost $19,000 In
eight months. Ho thought he was
covering margins on stock transac-
tions. The books of tho bucket shop
show that tho "brokers" put his
money In their pockets.

One of tho practices of tho swin
dlers was to Bend victims "dividends."
Tho "dividends" were supposed to
be returned from Btocks which vic
tims thought bad been purchased for
their account.

'Wo ure sending you the cash In
stead of the 'coupons," a letter ac-

companying tho check would 'state,
"to save ourselves bookkeeping."

At the close of session the
District Attorney's offlco had forty
cases ready for presentation to the
Grand Jury.

Stolen From the Mails and

Offered for Sale.

HOME, Feb. 11. Vatican ofuclals
have been astounded to learn that a
large proportion of tho 30,000 tickets
mailed for coronation of
the Pope have been Intercepted by
thieves nnd are now being hawked
around hotels by Janitors and portors,
prices ranging from 100 lire ($20 nor-
mally) to 1,000 lire ($200 normally).
The sealed ofllcl.il Vatican envelopes
redclved by correspondents, embassies
and visitors havo been either empty
or contained blank paper.

A largo number of Americans have
applied to tho American College for
tickets, but only a few havo been al
lotted to that quarter, and no assur
nnce Is offered that additional ones
can bo secured. Cardinal O'Connell
of Boston has promised to do. his best
so that Americans will bo' able to get
a glimpse of tho proceedings.

Two American Catholic students
who waited In a Ion? lino at tho
Majordomo's ofllco for ninety minutes
wore forced to return cmpty-hando- d,

because when their turn came the
offices were closed.

Tho Pope's brother, Formo, with his
wife, son and daughter and also tho
Pope's only sister, Camclln, havo ar-
rived In Itomc from Milan to visit
him.

1 would only be too proud to an-
nounce tho fact had I been engaged
to Mr. Taylor, but such a statement
would be an absoluto untruth.

1 held Mr. Taylor In tho highest
esteem, regarding hlm as a very
learned, cultured gentleman, with
whom any woman might be proud to
associate. Mr. Taylor and I bad
much ln common, and during the
long period of our friendship, he
aided me materially In my study of
the French language and philosophy,
In which I had been Interested for
some time.

BANK STOCKS

DECLARED LEGAL

Decision of Justice Davis
Means Millions Will Remain

in Municipal Treasury.

State and national banks of New
York must pay the 1 per cent, tax
assessed on the valuation of their
shares of stock by tho Board of Taxes
and Assessments of New York CJty.
This decision was given to-d- by
Justice Vernon M. Davis ln a ieet
case to review the action of the Tar
Board brought toy the Hanover Na-
tional Bank. Legal representatives of
the cities of Onoonta, Rochester and
Syracuse appeared In the .proceeding
anu nicd briefs.

The assessable valuation of th
stock In New York banks amount
to several nundred millions of dollars
and tho tax itself rpnnlir.a million.
In the cji80 of tho Hanover Bank
aione eacn or me 3U,ouo snares ln
valued at $810.51, tho assessment ag-
gregating $24,315,361.86.

When tho tax first was levied the
banks brought euit claiming discrim-
ination ngainst their institutions and
u violation of tho Revised Statutes
of the United States. Tho banks
hoped to have a decision made by
Dec. 31. but whon this was nnt rinnn
they paid the tax In preference to the
penauy oi iiv a nay ior eacn clay
tho tax was not paid.
